WINTER WALKS 

By the time Boxing Day rolls around, 
and you roll with it, the best thing to do 
is take a walk to work off all that food. 
West Londoners are spoilt for beautiful 
scenery and walks; here are some of the 
best. Just make sure you wrap up warm. 

Make the most of our riverside location 
with some great walks along the 
towpath. Head west from Hammersmith, 
past Fuller's Brewery on the opposite 
bank and into Barnes. From there you 
can carry on to Chiswick Bridge and 
along to Kew Bridge.

Will Gore meets Henry Winkler, the swashbuckling 
star of this year’s pantomime at Richmond Theatre 


B eing a young kid in the late 
80s meant that Happy Days 
was a staple of my morning 
telly routine. Although I had 
more in common with the 
geeky Richie Cunningham, it was 
obviously the Fonz who I revered. 

Zoom forward more than 30 years 
and I'm now chatting to the man himself, 
or to be more accurate the man who 
played him, over the phone from his LA 
home. Henry Winkler hung up the 
famous leather jacket a long time ago 
and in recent times has been known for 
playing a very different kind of 
character, swapping the coolest dude in 
town for the baddest pirate in panto. 

Henry first played Captain Hook at 
the New Wimbledon Theatre in 2006, 
and has since returned to different parts 
of the UK to star in Peter Pan on three 


further occasions. Having performed in 
Liverpool, Milton Keynes and Woking as 
well as Wimbledon, Winkler's now 
preparing to don the curly wig and 
plastic hook at Richmond Theatre, and 
he says he can't wait to get started. 

T'm so sorry that America misses the 
tradition of panto,' he tells me. Twice 
a day, for six days a week during the 
holiday season.

on my mind. During one previous show 
an adult yelled out. The Fonz!' I just 
turned to him and said, 'Yes, I played 
him too but you are not cool enough to 
talk to me'. The audience went crazy. I'm 
surprised that theatre still has a roof!' 

Pantomime appearances are not the 
only reason that Henry makes regular 
trips to Britain. He's often here to 
promote his popular series of Hank 
Zipzer children's books, which recount 
the adventures of a dyslexic boy. Henry 
grew up with dyslexia and has been on 
numerous tours of British schools to talk 
to children about his experiences. The 
BBC are making a TV adaptation of the 
books, which Winkler will appear in.

A very grand garden 

Elliot Tucker explores the regal history of the magnificent Kew Gardens 



T his month Kew Gardens opens 
its doors to a festive winter 
wonderland. With its stunning 
buildings, exotic plants and ornate 
lawns on display it will come as no 
surprise to anyone who pays a visit to 
the Royal Botanic Gardens that this 
place has an incredibly rich and 
interesting history. 

The history of Kew is inextricably 
linked with that of Richmond and the 
nobility that settled there when Henry 
VII built Richmond Palace. He 
requisitioned large swathes of land for 
hunting, and the area was soon awash 
with royalty. With this influx of money 
and power the small villages nearby, 
such as Kew, flourished. Kew Park 
became a sought-after home for gentry, 
and by the mid-1700s the Capel family 
held the estate and were responsible 
for the early gardens through their 
passion for all things horticultural. 

In 1731 George IPs son Frederick 
leased Kew Farm next door to his 
parents' home at Richmond Lodge. He 


then married Princess Augusta of 
Saxe-Gotha and between them they 
began a radical transformation of Kew 
Farm and its grounds to rival that of 
Richmond's. As keen gardeners they 
had ambitious plans and some 
groundbreaking ideas on how they 
wanted the newly named White House 
to look. Sadly Frederick died in 1751 
before he could see the full extent of 
his plans. Augusta, determined to 
realise the Prince's plans, ordered the 
head gardener to 'compleat all that 
part of the Garden at Kew that is not 
yet finished in the manner proposed'. 

In doing so Augusta effectively became 
the founder of the Royal Botanic 
Gardens at Kew. 

Work began in earnest and a lot of 
what we see today came from an 
industrious period in the late 18th 
Century. The Palladian Bridge, the 
Temple of Pan, the Pagoda and the 
Great Stove drew heavily on a new¬ 
found obsession with China and Islam. 
By the Victorian period a love of all 


things glass was dictating building 
designs, with royalty and the public 
enamored by their dazzling, powerful 
look. The architects at Kew took note. 

In 1844 work began on the iconic glass 
Palm House at Kew, taking its design 
inspiration from an upturned ship. 
Queen Victoria was so enraptured by 
early designs that she insisted on the 
building being viewable from the 
nearby royal residences. It opened in 
1848 as a miracle of modern design 
and a marvel of wrought iron and 
glass. Over the following years more 
buildings opened, including Temperate 
House, and what stands today is still 
considered to be one of the greatest 
examples of Victorian architecture. 

What started as a 17th Century 
family holding has grown to become a 
major London tourist attraction with 
over a million visitors each year. It also 
remains as a world authority in botany 
and horticultural research. In 2003 Kew 
Gardens was recognised as a UNESCO 
World Heritage site - a fitting accolade.

Elliot Tucker previews this year’s Big Game Six, Harlequins’ annual festive meet 
at Twickenham Stadium 


O n 28 December Harlequin 
FC's Big Game will return 
for its sixth year when 
Exeter Chiefs are the 
guests at Twickenham 
Stadium. Officially known as the LV= Big 
Game, this is a fixture that forms a part 
of Quins normal English Premiership 
season, but is designed to encourage 
families and the wider local community 
to get involved. More than just a rugby 
match, it is a full day of entertainment 
with live music from a big name plus 
smaller acts, side stalls and, of course, 
live sport, all at the home of English 
rugby. The past five ties have seen visits 
from London Irish (twice), Leicester, 
Wasps and Saracens, with the Saracens 
fixture setting a global rugby union 
attendance record for a regular season 
club game. It has become, alongside the 
London Double Header, one of the 
highlights of the Aviva Premiership 
season with the 82,000 capacity stadium 
regularly selling out. 


Someone who knows a lot about the 
day, and playing at Twickenham, is 
Quins fullback Mike Brown. He has 
played in every Big Game, scored a try 
in the first one, is fourth on the list of 
most Quins appearances and is now an 
England regular, with over 18 caps. 

A stalwart of the Quins team since his 
debut in 2005, he says that the Big Game 
is a great fixture and one he looks 
forward to every year. 'As a player, to 
run out in front of 82,000 people, most 
of whom are Quins fans, is just 
fantastic/ And although it rolls around 
each year, Mike believes that the game 
still holds excitement for players and 
fans. 'Coming to Twickenham is always 
exciting. It's brilliant to play at such 
a great stadium, and to do it with your 
club makes it all the better/ 

Twickenham is an impressive venue 
in it's own right. It is the largest stadium 
solely dedicated to rugby in the world, 
the fifth largest in Europe, and its bowl¬ 
like shape forges a real atmosphere. 


Adding in tens of thousands of 
passionate rugby fans makes the Big 
Game no ordinary league match. Yet the 
importance of the occasion seems to be 
almost lost on Mike, who comments, 
'there's no pressure really. I don't focus 
on the stadium or think about the day 
itself. If you go down that road it will 
upset performance.' And that relaxed 
attitude seemed to work last year when 
the boys beat local rivals London Irish 
by a respectable 26-15 score-line. So do 
the team prepare for the Big Game any 
differently to a normal league fixture 
considering the change of venue? 'No, 
not really' says Mike. 'Its just another 
game for us. We focus on the same 
things as normal and focus on doing our 
jobs individually.' Mike is also warning 
that this season there are no easy games 
in the league, especially against Exeter 
who did the double over Quins last 
season. 'Every premiership club is 
tough. We never think we can beat 
a team for certain, in recent seasons

there were a few easy wins but not this 
year. Exeter will be a big test/ 

Last season saw Quins finish third 
and capture the Anglo-Welsh cup, their 
third trophy in as many seasons. And 
the season prior to that saw them 
crowned premiership champions for the 
first time in their history. So can they 
start dreaming of more success in 
2013/2014? Conor O'Shea, Director of 
Rugby, urges caution, 'Nothing is won at 
this stage; you can only lose ground 
here. We need to keep applying pressure 
and take each match as it comes.' Conor 
is also of the same opinion as Mike in 
the run up to the Big Game, saying: 'it's 
just another game and we approach it 
like any other. Exeter are a fantastic side 
with some great young talent; I don't

underestimate them at all.' However, 
with players returning from 
international duty as well as the 
Christmas break, is it a challenge to get 
prepared for such a big game? 'No not 
at all, it's not difficult to get the lads 
charged up for it - I mean how many 
times do you get to play a home game in 
front of over 80,000 people?' 

Rugby has spent a lot of time trying 
to attract bigger crowds and promote 
itsefl as an alternative to the juggernaut 
of football, especially in the south. The 


majority of teams play at home grounds 
with a capacity of only 10-15,000, so the 
opportunity to play on a bigger stage 
not only attracts more people, it 
reinvigorates a normal league game into 
something special. Games such as the 
Double Header (where the four London 
teams play each other at Twickenham) 
or Saracens playing select fixtures at 
Wembley and, of course, the Big Game 
itself, are all playing a part in bringing 
more people to the sport. And it seems 
to be working, with average attendances 
steadily rising each season. While the 
fortunes of London teams, such Quins' 
recent haul of silverware, mean interest 
in the sport has never been higher. 

That interest obviously only comes 
with exciting games and trophies being 
won, and although Quins haven't had 
the greatest start to this season, Mike 
believes things will pick up. 'It's been 
frustrating so far. We've played great 
and lost games and then played poorly 
and won. But we will keep pushing for 
trophies, European success and 
hopefully another Premiership. Watch 
this space.' This year sees The Big Game 
6 team up with Right to Play, who use 
sport to improve lives in disadvantaged 
countries, as their charity partner for the 
match. Conor hopes people will come 
down and give the game a try: 'On the 
day the atmosphere is incredible, it's 
a really good family day out... And 
luckily, they didn't ask for my help in 
choosing the music!'

RUGBY UNION 
FOR DUMMIES 

I Two teams of 15 players each attempt to 
score more points than the other. 

2 Two halves of 40 minutes with 
10 minutes for half time. 

3 Played on a rectangular 144m x 70m 
pitch with 'H' shaped goals at each end. 

4 Five points for a try, two for a 

conversion and three for a penalty or 
drop kick. 

The ball can be kicked, carried or passed 
backwards to advance position. Forward 
passing is forbidden. 

6 Tackling - can be complex but in a 
nutshell so long as the tackier releases 
the tackled player so the ball can be played 
on, it's fair. 

7 Positions - 'the forwards' or 'pack' 
consist of eight players and 'the backs' 
make up the remaining seven. Each position 
has its own name and job. 

8 The scrum - a pushing contest following 
a minor infringement, between the 
forwards on each team who are locked 
together and pushing for ground to release 
the ball.

It’s not always a meal to remember, but London has plenty to 
offer when it comes to sprucing up the Christmas dinner bird 


S o this is Christmas. Back, once 
again, in a flurry of tinsel, 
serenaded by the usual 
cacophony of novelty Yuletide 
tunes. And then there's the 
great British Christmas lunch, surely the 
least celebratory meal of the entire year. 
Dry, overcooked turkey with all the 
flavour of hot air. And turgid, lumpen 
Christmas pudding, a dish so stolid and 
rich that it tends to lurk in the stomach 
well into the New Year. Faced with such 
an unappetising feast, is it really so 
surprising that we eat it but once a year? 

As you might have gathered. I'm not a 
fan of turkey. Or mince pies. Or Christmas 
pudding. But before you label me a 
modern day Scrooge, I will admit that 
there are some pretty decent turkeys out 
there. Like Paul Kelly's Bronze's 
(kellyturkeys.co.uk) or the equally superior 
bird from Copas (copasturkeys.co.uk). 
These gobblers are bred for flavour, and 
actually manage to pack some taste into 
that endless expanse of flesh. 

But turkey is hardly the traditional 
Christmas beast. In fact, it's little more 
than an American arriviste, made popular 
by the Victorians. I'd far rather go back to 
the days where the glorious goose was 
centrepiece of the Christmas table. Yes, 
they have a distinctive taste, although it's 
neither gorily visceral nor gamily scary. 
And don't be fooled by their uncooked 
weight. These hissing babies release a 
torrent of fat (so always prick the fat 
glands under the wing and below the 
parsons nose before cooking). But don't 
throw it away, rather save it to roast up 
the finest potatoes you'll ever taste. My 
two favourite suppliers are Goodman's 
Geese (goodmansgeese.co.uk) and Seldom 
Seen Farm (seldomseenfarm.co.uk). 

I've cooked Christmas lunch for many 
years now, as you not only avoid any 
washing up, but get out of church too. It 
was only recently, though, that I've been 
allowed to choose my meat. So now it's 
either a vast rib of beef from the butcher, 
or a pair of proper chickens from the likes 
of Sutton Hoo (suttonhoochicken.co.uk) or 
Johnson and Swarbrick (jandsgoosnargh. 
co.uk), suppliers of beautiful birds to the 
likes of Le Gavroche and Hix.

But if you really can't face tying on that 
pinny on Christmas morning, then 
London's a fine place to be. No early start, 
cheffy tantrums or rows as to why the 
damned turkey doesn't fit in the oven. 
Nope, you just open your presents, neck a 
few bottles of fizz and slope off to your 
favourite restaurant, a smug grin 
plastered across your face. 

For the traditional turkey with all those 
trimmings, then book into one of the great 
London Hotels. The Berkeley, Claridges, 
The Connaught, The Savoy, The Ritz, The 
Four Seasons, Mandarin Oriental and The 
Goring all serve lunch, though do ring 
ahead to check they take bookings from 
non-residents. 

If you're looking for a proper lunch, 
with a decent choice too, then you can't 
beat one of my favourite restaurants. Bar 
Boulud (barboulud.com/London). The idea 
of one of their peerless Piggy Burgers on 
Christmas Day is enough to fill even the 
most Christmas adverse into fits of greedy 
delight. Those who hanker after 
something a little more Gallic can slip into 
that South Kensington institution. La 
Brasserie (labrasserielondon.com). 

Pretty much all of the restaurants in the 
D and D group (danddlondon.com), 
including Almeida, Bluebird, Orrery and 
Le Pont de la Tour, are open on the 25th, 
and offer good, modern European food. 
The same goes for most of Gordon 
Ramsay's places too (gordonramsay.com), 
from Bread Street Kitchen to York and 
Albany. Standards are always high. 

If you're yearning for a taste of the sub 
continent, then The Cinnamon Club 
(cinnamonclub.com) never disappoints, 
with its wonderful modern, high end 
Indian food. Last but not least, those 
hankering after some Christmas roast 
duck will find quacking joy at Min Jiang, 
at the top of the Royal Garden Hotel in 
Kensington High Street. They serve up 
one of the best birds in town. So there you 
go. Christmas lunch made easy and, 
more important, exciting. Have a very 
Happy Christmas.

THE PANTECHNICON

L iterally jumping from Kew 

Gardens station platform into the 
Tap On The line was not only 
a godsend because of the huge 
downpour we were in, but a bit of a 
novely - how often can you eat in a train 
station in a such a well presented building? 

We were welcomed by the manager 
Adam, who has an obvious passion for 
hospitality, and wasted no time ordering 
some drinks. Naturally we both looked 
at the red wine assortments that they 
had to offer, but we left it to the staff to 
recommend, and within five minutes we 
were tucking into a Chilian Merlot, my 
favourite. I started with a warm salad of 
roasted pumpkin on top of a light and 
delicious bed of courgette and red onion 
with mustard dressing, whilst my 
brother ordered the crispy fried fish 
cakes which were bursting with chilli, 
garlic, ginger and soy. Naturally we 
swapped half way through to take away 
any food envy each of us had. The mains 
swiftly followed - a Hampshire lOoz 
steak and confit leg of Gressingham 
duck, both recommended again by the 
staff, and both equally as satisfying as 
the second bottle of Merlot we were 
now consuming. Moving onto the 
dessert menu, it was clear to both of us 
that we were going to have to share, so 
we went for the brownies, Paul's 


Chocolate Brownies to be exact. As per 
usual it was a fight for the spoon (it's 
always a mistake to share), but none the 
less with the accompanying Jude's 
vanilla ice cream, it was enough to 
satisfy our sweet tooth. 

The Tap On The Line is one of Fullers 
elite gems that I will definitely be 
returning to, torrential rain or not.

Oysters to start with, some foie 
gras next and then cold langouste (they 
have more meat and flavour than lobster) 
with mayonnaise. That's followed by roast 
beef with lots of vegetables, and a cheese 
course, of course, as we are French! We 
have brie with truffles inside and finally a 
bouche de Noel. I always get a cake one 
and an ice cream one. It's not that we eat 
a lot but we have tastes of the best things. 
Christmas is all about pushing the boat out. 

REST RIT? Because we are French it all 
starts on Christmas Eve and I love it. We 
usually go to a good restaurant and talk 
about presents and Christmas. It's the 
excitement of the anticipation and 
knowing that the next two days are 
relaxing with the family. 

FAVOURITE DISH? Glazed oysters 
with slices of black truffle, it's a French 
Christmas classic. With the truffle on top 
and a glass of champagne, it's just extra 
special and helps you float through the 


rest of the day. It's also a good way to get 
people to eat oysters who wouldn't 
normally try them. 

GENNARO CONTALDO 
Chef and partner in Jamie’s 
Italian Jamie’s Trattoria, 
Richmond 

WHERE? At our home near Epping 
Forest with a nice walk there after 
Christmas lunch. 

WHAT? It varies but we start with 
antipasti like the insalata di rinforzo where 
all the aunties and uncles and everyone 
has brought something special, then often 
some kind of pasta such as tortellini, then 
I love to have turkey or lamb. At home it 
used to be goat, which was fantastic with 
pancetta and peas. We also eat lots of fish 
like seabass, sea bream and eels. 

REST RIT? I love all the nuts, dried 
fruits, tangerines and lovely oranges as 
well as crackers!

There's nothing 
wrong with shedding a little tear but also 
to celebrate our lives and the life of Christ

Vincent Gerbeau starts his

Eat, drink and

Starter by Vincent Gerbeau: 
Glazed Truffled Oysters 

6 fresh oysters, shucked, shells 
and juices reserved 
1 shallot, finely chopped 
Shaving of truffle 
200ml double cream 
1 tbsp chopped parsley 
1 free-range egg yolk 

Pour the oysters with their juices into a 
medium saucepan. When the juices begin 
to simmer, remove from the heat. Drain 
the liquor into a clean pan and add the 
chopped shallots and reduce by half. Add 
the cream and bring to the boil. Reduce 
the heat, add the truffle shavings and 
simmer for 5 minutes, until the sauce is 
slightly thickened. Place the cooked 
oysters in their shells on a baking tray, 
anchored with salt. Whisk the egg yolk 
into the warm cream sauce until the 
sauce is thick and glossy, then spoon 
generously over the oysters. Place under 
a hot grill for 1-2 minutes until golden 
brown and bubbling. Serve. 
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Main Course by Gennaro 
Contaldo: Stuffed Porchetta 
shoulder 

3kg boned shoulder of pork, butterflied 
and skin on 
sea salt 

freshly ground black pepper 
For the stuffing 

2 onions, peeled and finely diced 
olive oil 

200g chicken livers, cleaned and 

roughly chopped 

200g pork mince 

75g pine nuts 

lOOg raisins 

V 2 bunch each fresh sage leaves and flat- 
leaf parsley (chopped) 

1 wineglass red wine or mulled wine, 
plus a bit extra for the stuffing 
8 carrots 

Preheat your oven to full whack. In a 
large pan fry the diced onion in olive oil 
till softened, then add the chopped 
chicken livers and pork mince, followed 
by the pine nuts, raisins, sage and 
parsley, then season and add red wine. 
Give everything a good stir (just to mix 
the flavours, not to cook) and remove 
from the heat. When the stuffing has 
cooled, spoon it down the middle of the 
seasoned shoulder, then roll the meat up 
tightly with 4 or 5 pieces of string. Drizzle 
all over with olive oil, season with salt 
and pepper. Lay carrots with red wine on 
the bottom of the roasting tray with the 
meat on top. Place in preheated oven, 
turning the heat down immediately to 
180°C/350°F/gas 4 for about 3 Yi to 4 
hours until lovely and golden.

in East Sheen 

WHERE? At home with friends and 
family. We always go down to The Fox for 
an early Christmas day pint with the 
neighbours before coming home to some 
nibbly bits and lunch at around 3 o'clock. 

WHAT? Before I had kids I used to do 
game, but my adventurous culinary life 
has been curtailed by their demands (!) 
and now we do turkey with the works. My 
wife says it's like a military operation. I'm 
scrupulously organised so there's no mad 
rush on Christmas morning. 

BEST BIT? Christmas evening, when I've 
eaten lots of food, drunk a vat of red wine 
and am surrounded by the people I care 
the most about. 

FAVOURITE DISH? Homemade mince 
pies, my granny used to make rough puff 
with a crunchy sugary glaze on top which 
were the best. 



Side by Paul Merrett: Brussels 
sprouts with chestnuts 

Cook the Brussels sprouts whole, then 
slice thickly into 3 or 4 slices per sprout. 
Heat some duck fat in a pan, throw in 
some diced carrots and fry until roasty- 
coloured golden brown, then add the 
sliced Brussels and let them singe slightly. 
Finally add some chopped chestnuts, 
chopped garlic and a bit of seasoning. 
Mix together and serve.

(serves 8/10) 

200g ground almonds 

200g high quality plain chocolate 

125g butter 

125g caster sugar 

4 eggs (separated) 

Melt the chocolate in a bowl over 
simmering water. Separately cream the 
butter and sugar. Separate the eggs, and 
add the yolks to the butter mixture 
together with the ground almonds and 
melted chocolate. Mix well to combine. 
Whisk the egg whites until stiff and add 
to the batter, mixing gently. Pour into a 
20cm round tin, and bake in a preheated 
oven at 180 C / Gas 4 for about 20 
minutes or until done. Cool in the tin 
then serve with creme fraiche.

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After a visit to Anse Chastanet and Jade Mountain in St Lucia, Lorraine 
Crighton-Smith wonders if anywhere will ever compare again? 


A trip to Jade Mountain should 
come with a warning: your 
mind will be blown away by 
this phenomenal piece of 
architecture in one of the 
world's most beautiful spots. It's an 
incredibly tough act to follow but don't 
let that stop you experiencing the 
ultimate in St Lucian luxury. 

If you're feeling extravagant go the 
whole hog and request the helicopter 
transfer. We travelled in a land taxi, 
driven by chatty Cuthbert who talked us 
through St Lucia's history - pointing out 
the sights - as we went. The road to 
Jade Mountain had been described to us 
as 'rock n roll' and, after around an hour 
of driving, we found ourselves heading 
up a steep and winding dirt track. 

We arrived at Anse Chastanet, the 
big sister resort to Jade Mountain, 
where we spent our first night. Both 
resorts are owned and designed by 
Russian-Canadian architect Nick 
Troubetzkoy; the former came first (in 
the 1970s) while Jade boldly followed in 
December 2006. Anse Chastanet's 
interior decor is traditional; Madras 


fabrics (St Lucia's national dress, a 
colourful plaid) add splashes of colour to 
the woody design. I stayed in a Premium 
Hillside room, its wow factor was the 
panorama of the Pitons from my balcony. 
The bathroom was impressive too - it was 
ginormous, with twin sinks (mirrors 
framed with Hollywood-style bulbs) and a 
rain-shower privy to the incredible view. 

Once in my sanctuary’s 
infinity pool, with the 
champagne flowing, a 
helicopter flew past and 
I felt like a rock star 

Anse Chastanet has three restaurants, 
two bars and access to a beach bar/grill 
on Anse Mamin beach. Our first taste of 
the fine dining available here was at the 
Treehouse Restaurant - and the bar was 
raised. We later visited the Emerald 
Estate with Executive Chef Jonathan 
Dearden and saw the farm where the 
resort's fruit and vegetables are grown. 


The following day we took a walking 
tour through the forest, really feeling the 
Caribbean climate. Wear light linens and 
don't forget to bring insect repellent. 

The views from the top were spectacular 
and well worth the walk. From here we 
headed to the drive-in volcano. Sulphur 
Springs in Soufriere. The sulphur is a 
little smelly but it's a sight to behold. 
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The Pitons, as 
seen from a 
Jade Mountain 
sanctuary 



Back at the resort we transferred to 
Jade Mountain and were introduced to 
our butlers. To get to your 'sanctuary' 
(they're not called rooms here) - your 
butler will lead you down a bridged 
walkway straight to your door. My 
butler, the friendly and professional 
Filiner, opened the door while I entered 
agog. What makes it so special is the 
fact that instead of four walls, each 
sanctuary has only three. Where the 
fourth wall should be is the all-important 
view. The only thing between the four- 
poster bed and the great outdoors was a 
stunning infinity pool that I couldn't get 
in to fast enough. Once in, with the 
champagne flowing, a helicopter flew 
past and I felt like a rock star. 

Each of the 24 infinity pool sanctuaries 
have been individually designed. There 


are four categories, which vary in size. 
The biggest and the best are the Galaxy 
sanctuaries. I stayed in a Sun sanctuary, 
JC3 to be specific, which Karolin Giiler 
Troubetzkoy (the Executive Director, 
head of marketing and operations, and 
wife of owner Nick) told me was, in fact, 
one of her favourites. Smack in the 
middle, rising high, I can see why. I 
visisted a friend in a Galaxy room (JD1, 
it's jaw-droppingly beautiful) but I was 
happy to return to my wonderfully 
positioned Sun sanctuary. 

Tempting as it is to hide away in your 
sanctuary (rumour has it the longest a 
guest has stayed in their sanctuary 
without leaving is two weeks) there are 
beaches below with waters so clear and 
warm it's ideal for snorkelling and scuba 
diving, or try your hand at paddle 
boarding and other water sports if 
feeling energetic. Pass the second beach, 
Anse Mamin, you'll find the ruins of an 
old plantation, which makes for a 
fascinating walk. Feeling adventurous? 
Try jungle biking instead of walking. 

Take time out to experience the 
resorts spas (Spa Kai Belte at Anse 
Chastanet and Kai en Ciel Spa at Jade 
Mountain) or book a treatment in your 
sanctuary. I had an exfoliating body 
scrub made of chocolate, which left my 
skin feeling super soft but, the real show 
stealer, was the hour and a half I spent 
having an Ayurvedic treatment with Theo. 
I left the spa a new woman. 

Before we left we took a sunset 
cruise out to sea and were lucky enough 
to see dolphins jumping in and out of 
the water. Whales have been sighted in 
these parts too, April's the best month 
for any keen whale watchers. Can I 
justify a return visit so soon?
